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ALL PLANTING 1s not an experiment, but 
the season Is recognized by the most experienced 
gardeners as the ideal period in which to plant 
trees, shrubs, vines, spring blooming bulbs, and 
hardy plants of almost all kinds. 

The "Garden Magazine," on this question, 
gives its readers the following advice : 


" With very few exceptions, all the deciduous trees and shrubs may 
be planted as successfully in the fall as they can be in the spring. Prac- 
tically there are great advantages in fall planting, because first, there are 
not many other outdoor duties insisting upon attentiongand second, be- 
cause the season does not progress so rapidly. Fall re can be done 
with greater deliberation, and with equal attention to details should be 
more successful than spring planting in the great majority of cases. 

The exceptions to be noted are these: Trees with fleshy or spongy 
roots, such as the Magnolias and Tulip tree, which do not seem able to 
overcome their injuries; slow-growing, hard-wooded trees which flower 
on the old wood before the leaves appear, such as Dogwood and Redbud; 
trees with very thin bark, such as the Birches, which are unable to take 
hold of the new ground and absorb moisture with sufficient rapidity to 
supply the tops. 

Strictly speaking, the Beech should be included with the Birches in 
this exception, but early fall planting in this case is usually successful pro- 
vided that the trees are young and are thoroughly well pruned at the time 
of their removal. 

The season of fall planting extends from the time of the maturity of 
the foliage until the advent of frost. Ass it is obviously impossible to 
remove any tree from the ground without causing some injury to the roots, 
it is equally obvious that precaution should be taken to restore a balance 
between the portions above and below ground. This means the cutting 
back of the top. 

Contrary to popular belief, it is not necessary to wait until the leaves 
of a deciduous tree have actually fallen: but, when they are showing 
signs of maturity, itis perfectly safe to transplant deciduous trees and shrubs.

Preparing Bulb Beds. October and November are the months for preparing and planting beds of 
bulbs, though bulbs may be planted at any period in the fall when the ground is open—the earlier the 
better. In planting early, a good quantity of roots are formed before the ground freezes. They will 
grow in almost any kind of garden soil, but the best results are obtained by using a compost, one-third 
sand, one-third well-rotted cow manure, and one-third good garden mould; or, where the soil is naturally 
light, well-rotted cow manure liberally intermixed is sufficient. Special care should be taken not to 
add any bone fertilizers, as. they usually draw vermin. The beds composed of the above compost should 
be well dug to a depth of fourteen inches, and raised from two to four inches above the level of the 
walks. Care must be taken not to press the earth too firmly around and over the bulbs. After plant- 
ing, rake the bed smooth, and after the ground has frozen tolerably hard in early winter cover with 
dry litter, leaves or coarse manure. If this be applied before freezing weather it renders the bulbs 
liable to the predations of field mice.
